Higher rates March 1 
due large water users 


Large u sers o f w ater will be p ay in g 
mo re begin n in g March 1 as th e resu lt o f 
actio n by th e Bo ard o f Pu blic Wo rks 
Wed n esd ay n igh t. Ho wev er, sm all co m­ 
p an ies an d h o me o wn ers will n o t be af­ 
fected . 
Rates fo r co n su m ers u sin g 100,000 
gallo n s o f w ater p er mo n th will be h iked 
fro m 58 to 64 cen ts p er 1,000 gallo n s. Th e 
co st to u sers n eed in g 200,000 gallo n s o f 
water o r mo re each mo n th will ju m p 
fro m 4 4 to 55 cen ts p er 1,000 gallo n s. 
All Sed alia h o me u sers fall in to th e 
d ep artm en t’s lo west u se catego ry , with a 
rate o f 95 cen ts p er 1,000 gallo n s o f w ater 
co n su med p er mo n th . 
Th e rate in crease was n ecessitated , ac­ 
co rd in g to th e bo ard , by in creases in th e 
co sts o f labo r, electricity , ch emical 
treatm en t an d m ain tain an ce o f th e w ater 
d istribu tio n sy stem . 
Th e base co st o f su p p ly in g w ater in 
Sed alia h as risen 5 cen ts p er 200,000 
gallo n s in th e last fiscal y ear, an d an ad ­ 
d itio n al 5 -cen t in crease is an ticip ated 
th is fiscal y ear, acco rd in g to Herb 
Tay lo r, w ater d ep artm en t m an ager. He 
said th at at th e en d o f fiscal 197 4 th e base 


rate fo r w ater su p p lied was 4 3 cen ts p er 
gallo n fo r th o se u sin g mo re th an 200,000 
gallo n s p er mo n th . Last y ear th e figu re 
ro se to 4 8 cen ts an d Tay lo r say s it is p ro ­ 
jected to be 53 cen ts by th e en d o f th e 
d ep artm en t’s fiscal y ear o n March 31. 
In o th er actio n , th e bo ard v o ted to seek 
bid s fo r a n ew well to be lo cated in th e 
Sed alia In d u strial Park. Th e d ep artm en t 
h as fiv e wells at p resen t. Th e last, bu ilt 
last y ear, co st $110,000, acco rd in g to 
Tay lo r. 
Th e well is n eed ed to meet an ticip ated 
su m m er d em an d s, acco rd in g to th e 
bo ard . Tay lo r rep o rted th at Sp rin g Fo rk 
Lake is 17 feet belo w n o rm al. Ho wev er, 
h e ad d ed th e lo w lev el d o es n o t p o se a 
d an ger at p resen t. 
“ We d o n ’t h av e an y p ro blem s n o w,” 
Tay lo r to ld rep o rters after th e meetin g, 
“ bu t, p ro v id ed we d o n ’t get an y rain fall, 
we’ll h av e so me p ro blem s.” 
Tay lo r to ld th e bo ard th at th e n eed fo r 
w ater seem s to in crease alm o st an n u ally 
with mo re in d u stry mo v in g in to th e 
Sed alia area. "It ju st seem s like it’s a

A ju v en ile d eten tio n cen ter fo r Pettis Co u n ty may still be a 
wh ile in beco min g a reality as co u n ty o fficials began to stu d y 
a n ew feasibility rep o rt fo r th e cen ter Th u rsd ay . 
Th e rep o rt was co mp iled by th e Natio n al Clearin g Ho u se 
fo r Crim in al Ju stice Plan n in g an d A rch itectu re fo llo win g an 
o n -site in sp ectio n o f th e co u n ty jail an d two ad jacen t p ro p er­ 
ties o n Sep t. 30. 
State statu tes req u ire th at seco n d -class co u n ties h av e 
sep arate facilities fo r ad u lt an d ju v en ile p riso n ers. At p re­ 
sen t, ju v en iles m u st be h o u sed in th e co u n ty jail. Pettis Co u n ­ 
ty becam e a seco n d -class co u n ty o n Jan . 1,197 5 . 
Th e rep o rt an aly zes th e two lo catio n s an d also makes 
reco m m en d atio n s fo r so lu tio n s to th e co u n ty ’s p ro blem o f 
wh at to d o with ju v en ile o ffen d ers. 
Th e rep o rt first lo o ks in to th e p o ssiblity o f remo d elin g th e 
n o w v acan t Ov erh ead Do o r Co . bu ild in g, 4 15 So u th Lamin e, 
in to a d eten tio n cen ter. 
If th is bu ild in g were to be bo u gh t an d th en rem o d eled in to

cen ter, th e rep o rt estim ates it wo u ld co st a to tal o f $99,17 2. In ­ 
clu d ed in th is wo u ld be th e d emo litio n o f th e o ld Sed alia 
Clean ers bu ild in g at 4 11 So u th Lamin e. 
Th e rep o rt also states th at max imu m cap acity fo r th is 
bu id lin g wo u ld be fo u r h o ld in g ro o ms. Th e bu ild in g wo u ld 
also rem ain u n u sed a go o d p o rtio n o f th e time bu t wo u ld h av e 
to m ain tain 24 h o u r cap ablities.

A Healthier Heart 
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Research narrows risk factors to four 
cw RpwEr cq

Recent intensive research 
has narrowed down to four 
major heart risk factors that 
should mostly concern us, 
while still holding high respect 
for contributing hazards 
They are the food we eat, 
having high blood cholesterol 
high blood 
pressure, 
ana 
cigarette smoking. All but 
food intake can be quickly and 
precisely 
measured scien­ 
tifically, because people vary 
so widely in their diets. 
Each risk alone is dang­ 
erous. In combination they are 
more likely to become lethal 
or crippling, of heart or brain, 
or both. 
Modern methods of statis­ 
tical analysis now permit step­ 
wise measurements of single 
heart risks, and combinations 
of them. These techniques 
give weight to increasing risk 
from increased exposure, as 
for example the high versus 
lo w er le v e l o j Jilpj)d 
cholesterol, 
or 
how 
many 
cigarettes a person smokes 
per day. 


The Am erican 
Heart 
Association has provided for 
doctors 
a 
Coronary 
Risk 
Handbook and a Stroke Risk 
Handbook, based upon such 
statistical analysis. 
With this, your doctor can 
assess the risk of five factors, 
which may exist simultan­ 
eously, among middle-aged 
men and women. These con­ 
cern whether a person 
smokes, the level of blood 
cholesterol 
and blood 
pressure, 
the 
glucose 
tolerance test ( measuring any 
tendency 
toward diabetes 
when no obvious signs exist), 
and 
ECG or electrocar­ 
diogram, measuring the elec­ 
trical activity of the beating 
heart. 


So, from the Handbook, take 
an analysis for three 50-year- 
old men of their risk of having 
a heart attack in the next six 
years. 
Man A does not smoke, has a 
systolic blood pressure count 
of 150, blood cholesterol is 185 
and ECG and glucose tests are 
normal; his risk of heart at­ 
tack in six years is 2.5 per 
cent. Man B smokes, systolic 
blood pressure 
135, 
blood 
cholesterol 235 and ECG and 
glucose tests normal; his risk 
is 8 per cent. Man C, a smoker 
with systolic blood pressure 
195 and blood cholesterol 310, 
with an abnormal glucose test 
and normal ECG runs a 30 per 
cent risk of heart attack in six 
years. 
Survey shows debates 
helped Carter's cause 


Man B runs more than three 
times the risk of man A. 
Man C runs 12 times the risk 
of man A 
These tables in the Hand­ 
book are not a guide to predict 
doom and gloom Rather, they 
are a guide to activate change 
in life style, to defuse the 
danger, to’point up any urgen­ 
cy to control risk factors and 
prevent heart attacks. 
For women, the heart attack 
risk is one-third or one-fourth 
less than for men before age of 
menopause, at about 50 years, 
the Handbook estimates. But 
on this lower scale, the same 
factors work to influence risk 


One protection seems to 
come from the female sex hor- 
mone, estrogen 
After 
menopause, the woman's body 
produces less estrogen 


As for the contraceptive pill, 
the U S# Food and Drug Ad­ 
ministration is recommending 
that women over age 40 not 
use them. It estimates there 
are 43 extra chances of heart 
attack per 100,000 women aged 
40-plus using the oral con­ 
traceptives versus non-users.

NEW YORK (APi - The 
televised debates between 
Gerald Ford and Jimmy 
Carter benefited Carter more 
than the President, apparent­ 
ly by giving the voters a better 
idea where he stands on major 
issues. 
But an Associated Press 
survey of voters on election 
day found the debates dispell­ 
ed only part of the voters' con­ 
fusion on Carter s position on 
abortion and did not wipe out 
concerns about his fuzziness 
on issues 
The debates exerted less in­ 
fluence on Ford voters, but 
they also apparently helped 
expand supporters’ knowledge 
about his stands on issues 
The AP survey was con­ 
ducted on Nov. 2 at 100 scien­ 
tifically 
selected 
precincts 
across the country, ranging 
from several in New York City 
to those in remote rural areas. 
In a unique cooperative effort, 
reporters from AP member 
newspapers and 
broadcast 
stations joined AP staffers 
and stringers to do the 
interviewing 
Asked how much influence 
the debate had on their deci­ 
sion who to vote for, 44 per 
cent of the Carter supporters 
said the 
portions of the 
debates they watched had a 
“ great deaf’ or “ some” in­ 
fluence on their decision 
By contrast, only 36 per cent 
of the Ford voters said the 
debates they watched had 
swayed their decision to that 
degree 
Over all, agreement with 
the candidate on the issues 
was the reason cited most by 
all the voters in their decision 
who to vote for And the poll 
found that they knew far more 
about the candidates when 
they voted than they had in 
May. 
Each of the 2,487 yoters in­ 
terviewed by the AP survey 
was asked where the can­ 
didate they voted for stood on 
four m ajor 
issues — 
government guaranteed jobs, 
an antiabortion amendment, 
more money 
for national 
defense and national health 
insurance 
On all four issues, more sup­ 
porters of each man named 
his position correctly than 
named it incorrectly. 
The margins were as large 
as the 70 per cent to 18 per cent 
edge by which Carter voters 
said he supports comprehen­ 


sive national health insurance 
and the 70 per cent to 23 per 
cent bulge by which Ford 
backers said he opposes the 
f e d e r a l 
g o v e r n me n t 
guaranteeing jobs for all those 
w ho want them 


When 
broken down 
into 
those 
who 
watched the 
debates and those who did not. 
Carter voters who watched the 
debates were from five to nine 
points more likely to name his 
position correctly than those 
who did not watch the debates 
Ford backers who watched 
the debates were even more 
well versed — naming the 
President’s position correctly 
more often by a 9-to 13-point 
margin over thse w ho did not 
These findings do not prove 
the debates were the source of 
the information on the can­ 
didates. For one thing, those 
who watched the debates tend­ 
ed to be the better educated 
voters, who are expected to 
have a better idea of can­ 
didates' positions But educa­ 
tion cannot account for all of 
the variation found by the 
survey, leaving the debates as 
a major factor 


About one out of five of his 
own supporters agreed that 
“ it’s hard to know where he 
stands on the issues” and 35 


per cent more said there was 
no difference between Carter 
and Ford on that trait 
Abortion was the only issue 
on which Carter voters were 
generally confused, 
with 
about half saying they didn't 
know 
where he stood or 
crediting him with an incor­ 
rect position 
Each of the Carter sup­ 
porters 
was asked 
if he 
thought Carter agreed or 
disagreed with an amendment 
to the Constitution to ban abor­ 
tions in all but unusual cases. 
Fifty-one per cent said he 
disagreed 
with 
such 
an 
amendment — which is more 
or less his position 
But a quarter of his sup­ 
porters say he supports such 
an amendment and just under 
another quarter of his backers 
say they don't know where he 
stands 
The percentage of 
“ don't know” responses for

The difference between this center and a detention center 
is mainly in the leng th of tim e that ju v eniles are held in each. 
The serv ice center wou ld hold offenders for 24 hou rs or less 
before their transfer or release. A detention center wou ld 
hold prisoners for u p to 30 day s or som etim es long er. 
The report estim ates that dev eloping the Ov erhead Door 
Co. bu ilding into a serv ice center wou ld cost bewteen $50,000 
and $100,000. 
This center wou ld prov ide indiv idu al holding areas for 
ju v eniles req u iring tem porary detention pending cou rt ap­ 
pearances. Staffing of this center wou ld be accomplished by 
trained personel who wou ld be on call 24 hou rs in the ev ent a 
ju v enile wou ld be tem porarly detained. 
On the occassion that a ju v enile wou ld req u ire detention for 
long er than a day , the report states that the offender cou ld be 
transported to ex isting reg ional dentention or m ental health 
centers. The Colu mbia or K ansas City detention centers 
wou ld m eet the occasional needs of Pettis Cou nty , the report 
say s.

Was Teasdale the beneficiary of 
’he Carter win in 
Missouri0 
Other possible answers cover a 
variety of explanations. Repub­ 
licans will be trying to figure 
what w ent wrong on that one for 
some time to come. 


To further complicate the pic­ 
ture. Lt. Gov. William Phelps 
was re-elected, meaning that a 
Republican will be occupying the 
second-highest office in the state 
under a Democratic governor. 
We haven't had a situation like 
that in Missouri since 1945. It’s 
all very strange. 


With the exception of Repub­ 
lican John Ashcroft, who was 
elected attorney general. Phelps 
is going to be pretty lonely 
in state government. To his 
credit, he has offered to work in 


a spirit of cooperation with the 
party in power, and we hope that 
feeling will be reciprocated by 
Teasdale. who has it in his power 
to determine how this relation­ 
ship will work for the next four 
years. The voters, who elected 
"both men. are expecting this, we 
would imagine. 


Tuesday's 
election 
was 
a 
reminder of the need to change 
the Missouri law that requires 
the 
governor 
and 
lieutenant 
governor to run independently. 
This would eliminate the kind of 
awkward situation we have now. 


Missouri voters struck us as 
highly 
discriminating 
in 
the 
manner in which they dealt with 
the three special issues Tuesday. 
Proposition 1 proved to be a 
popular one and the voters ig­ 
nored the temptation, on the face 
of it appealing, to eliminate the 
sales tax on food and medicine 
by Constitutional 
Amendment 
No. 2. 


At the same time, however, 
voters 
approved 
Amendment 
No. 1. which levies a one-eighth 
of one per cent sales tax for an 
expanded 
conservation 
pro­ 
gram. This was a positive step 
f orwa rd 
and 
shows 
that 
Missourians are willing to pay to 
preserve the state's outdoors.

sources, 
describe how its agents have the run of

A secret memorandum to all Iran's 
ambassadors, 
signed 
by 
Foreign 
Minister Abbas All Khalatbari. instructs 
them to ‘treat SAVAK agents as you 
do other members of the consulate 


SAVAK operatives "should be allowed 


to attend all meetings which are regular­ 
ly held.' directs the foreign minister. 
so that they would be informed of the 
current affairs of the embassy 


On a recent occasion, a SAVAK agent 
in diplomatic disguise got carried away 
and granted an interview to a reporter 
He received a secret reprimand from 
Tehran. 


The secret message complained that 
he had given the reporter his "real name 
and submitted information which was 
not advisable to mentioB ' Future inter­ 
views. declared the message, "should 
either be handled by the ambassador or 
the person in charge "

SAVAK agents now speak to the press 
But they must use “ an assumed name" 
and make sure headquarters is "con­ 
sulted beforehand." 


The secret SAVAK papers indicate that 
the agents spend much of their time 
recruiting informants. One memoran­ 
dum from Tehran warns SAVAK agents 
of the dangers of paying informants by- 
checks. which can be traced too easily. 
This makes the "security of the opera­ 
tions and sources vulnerable." cautions

"necessary for operational leaders to

WASHINGTON — This is shop talk, in 
a sense, lor it deals with the news 
business But in calling attention to this 
month's UNESCO meeting in Nairobi,

UNESCO, of course, 
is the United Nations 
Educational, 
Social 
a n d 
C u l t u r a l 
Organization It is the 
one big umbrella that 
shelters much of the 
pretentious folly that keeps the UN busy 
As their 
19th 
annual 
conference in 
Nairobi, delegates will consider a Soviet- 
backed resolution of potentially large 


concern 


The purpose of the resolution is to cut 
off the free flow of news from the Third 
World To be sure, the purpose is not

stated so bluntly. The sponsors have 
swathed their purpose in a gummy coc- 
coon of lofty phrases. They profess to 
want 
only 
‘‘the 
freer 
and 
wider 
dissemination of information through the 
mass media " They want to exchange 
news of "the aims, aspirations, needs 
and culture of each nation " 


The Soviet resolution hints at a new 
mechanism to achieve these aims — a 
kind of Third World Press Association 
with total control over the gathering and 
dissemination of news in member coun­ 
tries. But this would not be a press 
association 
in 
the 
fashion 
of 
the 
Associated Press or United Press Inter­ 
national Neither would it be concerned 
with 
news 
as 
we 
know 
it, 
The 
government-controlled 
agency 
would 
call its product news. It would be pure 
propaganda instead 


This prospect emerges from the gauze 
wording of the resolution. "Since the in­ 
ternational exchange of information is 


fundamental to the strengthening of 
peace and international understanding. 
States and information media have the 
right to diffuse reports of national events 
beyond 
their 
borders” 
Translation: 
Third World nations have the right, and 
the power, to control the flow of news 


"It is a responsibility of the mass 
media to avoid any justification or en­ 
couragement 
of 
the 
evils 
of 
war. 
violence, apartheid and other forms of 
national, racial, or religious hatred” 
Translation: Foreign newsmen must not 
cover or comment upon things we do not 
want them to cover or comment upon 


“ Sim ilarly," the resolution continues, 
"the mass media have a duty to make 
widely known among the peoples of the 
world the objectives of equity, sovereign 
equality, interdependence, common in­ 
terest 
and 
cooperation 
among 
all 
States." 
Translated 
from 
the 
UN’s 
Newspeak, that means that Western 
journalists 
have 
an 
obligation 
to 


disseminate Third World propaganda in 
the guise of news. 


The resolution asserts that member 
States "are responsible for the activities 
in the international sphere of all mass 
media under their jurisdiction." This 
means 
licensing, 
accrediting, 
and 
censoring. 


Over this past weekend, Tanzania's 
ambassador to UNESCO put pretense to 
one side "W e don't want Western jour­ 
nalists in our countries” said Abbas 
Sykes. 
“They should take their news 
from us.” 


Our own National News Council, an en­ 
tirely private and voluntary agency, 
summed up the Western position in a 
firm statement last month: 
"An ab­ 
solutely 
fundamental 
principle 
of 
freedom of the press is that no govern­ 
ment official or unit of government, high 
or low. can decide what a newspaper or 
other news collection and distributing 
agency, whether print or electronic, may­ 
or may not report for the information of 


the people so to be served. Where the 
government possesses such a control the 
press is not free and one of the primary 
conditions of dictatorship is in force." 


The United States will be represented 
at the Nairobi conference. Our delega­ 
tion of course will oppose the Soviet 
resolution. To their credit, some Third 
World spokesmen have expressed their 
own grave reservations about the pen­ 
ding resolution. Delegates from Tunisia 
and 
Venezuela 
are seeking a 
com­ 
promise that would stop short of Third 
World control of national news. 


Even so, it is probable that something 
close to the Soviet draft resolution will 
win approval at Nairobi. If the resolution 
then is implemented, much of the world 
may be effectively closed to the kind of 
free press we charish. At Nairobi in 1976, 
we move significantly closer to Orwell’s 


1984.

Although the term blazer 
can be traced to the 1860s 
when a British captain of the 
HMS Blazer looked disdainful­ 
ly on his motley crew and im­ 
mediately summoned a tailor

these days no one really knows 
how to define what a blazer is 
... other than big business. 
With the continuing em­ 
phasis on dressing up (one 
shirt maker now reports its 
best-selling dress shirt is a 
classic white Oxford), sales of 
blazers and sportcoats are 
scaling heights higher than 
they’ve mounted within the 
last decade. 
And 
since 
designers are offering new 
touches and details to entice 
men, traditional notions of 
what makes a jacket one type 
versus another are disappear­ 
ing.

W.G.W.-As a result of the Flammable 
Fabrics Act of 1967 some fabrics come with a finish that is 
flame resistant and that will withstand several trips to the 
laundry. I am sure this would be so marked on the fabric. 
The only formula I have ever heard of for home treatment 
is to put 7 ounces borax and 4 ounces boric acid in two 
quarts of water. Dip dry fabric in this and then iron. This 
would have to be repeated after each washing. Remember 
such a rinse makes a fabric only fire resistant and not 
fireproof.-POLLY

OU head demands reply from NCAA

In a telegram to Walter 
Byers, executive director of 
the NCAA.

(The) “ Oklahoma City Times 
reports today (Wednesday)

prepared statement in which 
‘previous comments by of­ 
ficials at OU were branded 
inaccurate ’ 
“ Please provide by returned 
telegram (collect) a copy of 
alleged prepared statement 
Further by returned telegram 
(collect), please state in plain 
language whether or not the 
University of Oklahoma is 
under official investigation by 
NCAA as required by Section 
3. official procedure govern 
ing the NCAA enforcement 
program, 
NCAA 
manual 
1976-77.’’ 
Byers released a statement 
earlier Wednesday that said 
the NCAA is conducting a 
preliminary probe into allega­ 


tions of ticket scalping by OU 
players 
He said Sharp called him on 
Oct. 25. the day the Oklahoma 
City Times first reported the 
NCAA was investigating the 
allegations. 
“ I advised him that allega­ 
tions of noncompliance with 
NCAA requirements previous­ 
ly had been received by our of­ 
fice, that we were in the pro­ 
cess of investigating them to 
determine the reliability of the 
sources of the allegations and 
the extent of supporting 
details for the charges and 
that results of those initial in­ 
terviews would determine 
whether there was cause for 
the formal notification pro­ 
cedures of the NCAA enforce­ 
ment program,” Byers said in 
a statement. 
Dr J R Morris. OU vice 
president for the university 
community, issued a state­ 
ment Wednesday evening ex­ 
plaining the difference be­ 
tween a preliminary probe 
and a formal investigation. 
“ The difference between an 
initial inquiry and a formal in­ 
quiry is more than one of 
semantics.’’ Morris said “ A 


formal inquiry means that the 
Committee of Infractions has 
made a formal decision that 
there is evidence to warrant 
an official inquiry and at that 
point the institution is notified 
and fully informed of the mat­ 
ter of inquiry 
“ As a matter of fact, that 
committee decision had not 
been made on Oct. 25. and, so 
far as we know, has not yet 
been made. It is highly ir­ 
regular and a violation of the 
NCAA’s own procedures to 
report to a newspaper that an 
initial inquiry is being made ” 
Dave Cawood. NCAA public 
relations director, said Byers 
issued the statement only 
after his conversation with Dr. 
Sharp became public know­ 
ledge. 
“ When he talked to Dr 
Sharp, he thought the conver­ 
sation was a private one. ” 
, Cawood said “ After published 
reports of the conversation 
were ready by him. he felt it 
was in order to set the record 
straight” 
Morris said that an official 
inquiry can only be instituted 
by the Com m ittee on 
Infractions 


Prior to any committee ac­ 
tion. Morris added, an initial 
inquiry may be conducted by 
the investigative staff upon 
receiving complaints to deter­ 
mine whether there is ade­ 
quate evidence to warrant an 
official inquiry. 
He said that at the time of 
the Oct 
25 article by the 
Oklahoma City Times repor­ 
ting an NCAA investigation, 
the Committee on Infractions 
had not made a decision on a 
formal probe 
Morris said he talked to 
Warren Brown, chief com­ 
pliance officer for the NCAA, 
on Oct. 25 and was told that a 
complaint had been received 
by the NCAA and that certain 
“ sources" were being con­ 
sulted in an effort to evaluate 
the complaint 
Morris quoted Brown as tell­ 
ing him that “ no decision has 
been made to investigate the 
University y of Oklahoma. ” 
Brow n could not be reached 
for comment Wednesday 
evening 
Morris said that earlier in 
the day Oct 25. Byers had con­ 
veyed a similiar message to 
Sharp, and had told Sharp that

Carter: Closeness of election not important 


PLAINS, Ga. (AP) — President-elect 
Jimmy Carter said Thursday night that 
the narrow margin of his victory will not 
keep him from “ moving aggressively to 
carry out my campaign commitments” 
and he said there is a strong possibility 
he will seek a tax cut for average wage 
earners if the economy does not perk up 
by Inauguration Day, Jan. 20. 


At his first nationally televised news 
conference, from the chilly platform of 
his hometown railroad depot, Carter said 
the fact that President Ford came close 
to winning Tuesday’s presidential elec­ 
tion does not mean that Carter must 
adjust his plans for change in a new 
administration. 


“ I wish we could have carried all 50 
states, but since I didn’t, I hope to 
demonstrate even before my inaugura­ 
tion my complete commitment to being 


president of all the American people,” he 
said. 
Carter appeared with Sen. Walter F 
Mondale, but the vice president-elect 
was the silent partner in the first major 
pronouncements of the administration- 
to-be. Carter did all the talking 
Among his major points: 
— There 
w ill 
be 
“ s^ubstantial 
continuity” in American foreign policy, 
toward U.S. allies and also toward poten­ 
tial adversaries. 


—He will not name members of his 
Cabinet before December, and will 
choose them for merit, after personal in­ 
terviews, and in “ a careful, very slow 
and very methodical process.” He said 
he will try to achieve geographical and 
other balance in his Cabinet. 


—He is concerned about a possible in­ 
crease in the price of imported oil, but 
can do nothing about it except say so. 


Carter said he doesn't want to mislead 
people into thinking that he can influence 
U.S. policy or decisions until he takes 
office. 
—He acknowledged the difficulty of 
achieving his stated goals. But he said he 
believes he can, with a Democratic Con­ 
gress, fulfull the promises he made, 
among them an overhaul of the govern­ 
ment, welfare and tax reform, and a 
new, comprehensive energy policy. 


Once again, Carter thanked Ford for 
the President’s offer of cooperation and 
support in the transition to the new 
Democratic administration. He said he 
hopes to meet with Ford and the Presi­ 
dent’s top advisers for a briefing on 
foreign policy questions. 


Carter 
said 
that 
if the 
current 
economic slowdown persists, he may act 
soon after assuming office to seek a new 
tax cut. 


He said such a cut would be designed to 
increase the purchasing power of the 
average American family, and would be 
oriented 
toward 
lower-income 
taxpayers. 


Lawrence Klein, a University of Penn­ 
sylvania economist who is a top Carter 
adviser on the economy, has recom­ 
mended to Carter a $10-billion to $15- 
billion tax cut or a quick increase in 
federal 
spending 
to 
stimulate 
the 
economy 
at 
the 
start 
of the 
new 
administration. 


At the news conference, the night was 
cool and crisp. Newsmen sat on folding 
metal chairs in the street in front of the 
railroad station, and a crowd of about 400 
looked on from behind rope barriers. 


Carter said the news conference would 
be the first of many. “ I hope that I can 
have 
at 
least 
two 
full-scale 
press 


conferences a month when 1 am Presi­ 
dent . . .. ' he said 
He began the conference by thanking 
his supporters and by saying; 
“ No matter how anyone may have 
voted on Tuesday, for me or for Presi­ 
dent Ford or others, 1 deeply need the 
support of all the American people as we 
approach the time for a new administra­ 
tion next January,” 
In addition to thanking the defeated 
Ford for offering support. Carter added a 
word of thanks to Vice President Nelson 
A. Rockefeller. He said he will lake full 
advantage ot their promised cooperation 
to 
smooth 
the 
transition 
between 
Re p u b l i c a n 
and 
D e m o c r a t i c 
administrations. 


Carter said the three percentage points 
in the popular vote and the majority of 
the electoral votes that made him 
President-elect provide a mandate ade­ 


quate to the tasks he has set himself. 
“ We had a clear majority of the total 
electorate . . , he noted. 


Carter got 51 per cent of the popular 
vote, Ford 48 per cent. Carter had 297 
electoral votes, 27 more than a majority, 
with Oregon’s six votes still to be 
awarded because of the closeness of the 
race in that state. A late count indicated 
Oregon went to Ford 


Carter said that with the election ver­

Judge rules 
'family hour' 
not lawful 


LOS AN GELES (AP) - The three 
commercial networks and the National 
Association of Broadcasters violated the 
First Amendment in adopting a “ family 
viewing" policy for programs aired dur­ 
ing early evening hours, a federal judge 
ruled Thursday. 
CBS and ABC said they would appeal 
U.S. District Court Judge Warren J. 
Ferguson’s ruling, a major victory for 
Hollywood artists who began fighting the 
policy in Qourt a month after it went into 
effect in September 1975. 


NBC and the broadcasters association 


declined immediate comment. 


Ferguson also held that the Federal 
Communications Commission “ violated 
the First Amendment by issuing threats 
of government action should industry not 
adopt the family viewing policy or the 
equivalent thereof.”

Richard E Wiley said his agency is con­ 
sulting with the Justice Department 
about whether an appeal will be filed by 
the government.

WASHINGTON

prices jumped sharply in October for the 
second straight month because of the 
biggest rise in industrial prices'in a year, 
the 
Labor 
Department 
reported 
Thursday. 
Higher costs for 1977 model cars, fuel 
and lumber products led a six-tenths of 1 
per cent increase in the wholesale price 
index, a precursor of prices consumer 
will eventually pay, 
. A decline in farm prices kept the over­ 
all index from rising more sharply. 
Although the October increase was 
smaller than September’s nine-tenths 
per cent spurt, the report indicated conti­ 
nuing strong inflationary pressures on 
the economy. 
President-elect Jimmy Carter has 
agreed with President Ford that inflation 
will be a serious concern next year and 
will probably be in the range of 6 per cent 
for the year. 
During the presidential campaign. 
Carter said the government should play a 
more active role in getting private in­ 
dustry to restrain price increases. 


Inflation at the wholesale level has in­ 
creased at a 5.8 per cent annual rate over 
the past three months. For the past 12 
months, prices rose 3.5 per cent, the 
smallest 
year-to-year 
change 
since 
November 1971. 
While the drop in farm prices is good 
news for grocery shoppers, the industrial 
price trend is a more disturbing sign for 
the economy. 
Economists follow movements in in­ 
dustrial prices — which make up more 
than 70 per cent of the wholesale price 
index — more carefully than farm prices 
because industrial price changes are 
likely to have a prolonged impact on the 
over-all price level. Food prices, even 
after adjustment for seasonal influences, 
Huctuate from month to month. 
Industrial prices have been rising 
steadily for the,past five months — in­ 
creasing by five-tenths per cent in June, 
seven-tenths in July and August, nine- 
tenths in September and I per cent last 
month.

High volume water users face 
rate hike beginning March 1 


Large users of water will be paying 
more beginning March 1 as the result of 
action by the Board of Public Works 
Wednesday night. However, small com­ 
panies and home owners will not be af­ 
fected. 
Rates for consumers using 100,000 
gallons of water per month will be hiked 
from 58 to 64 cents per 1,000 gallons. The 
cost to users needing 200,000 gallons of 
water or more each month will jump 
from 44 to 55 cents per 1,000 gallons. 


All Sedalia home users fall into the 
department’s lowest use category, with a 
rate of 95 cents per 1,000 gallons of water 
consumed per month. 


The rate increase was necessitated, ac­ 
cording to the board, by increases in the 
costs of labor, electricity, chemical 


treatment and maintainance of the water 
distribution system. 


The base cost of supplying water in 
Sedalia has risen 5 cents per 200,000 
gallons in the last fiscal year, and an ad­ 
ditional 5-cent increase is anticipated 
this fiscal year, according to Herb 
Taylor, water department manager. He 
said that at the end of fiscal 1974 the base 
rate for water supplied was 43 cents per 
gallon for those using more than 200,000 
gallons per month. Last year the figure 
rose to 48 cents and Taylor says it is pro­ 
jected to be 53 cents by the end of the 
department’s fiscal year on March 31. 


In other action, the board voted to seek 
bids for a new well to be located in the 
Sedalia Industrial Park. The department 
has five wells at present. The last, built

Missouri farmers sold almost $2.3 
billion worth of agricultural products in 
1974 compared with $1.5 billion in *1969, 
according to a preliminary report of the 
1974 census of agriculture for Missouri 
released Thursday by the U S. Depart- 
mtne of Commerce Bureau of the Cen­ 
sus. 
The value of sales from crops, in­ 
cluding 
nursery 
products 
and 
hay, 
almost tripled between 1969 and 1974, in­ 
creasing from $398 million to almost $1.1 
billion. Sales of livestock, poultry and 
other products increased to $1.2 billion in 
1974, an increase of nearly $177 million 
from 1969. 
Corresponding with these increases 
was an increase in the average size 
of Missouri farms, from 237 acres in 
1969 to 247 acres in 1974. The number of 
farms with 500 acres or more rose from 
14,517 in 1969 to 14,898 in 1974. Also in­ 
creasing was the average value per acre, 
which jumped from $224 in 1969 to $399 in 
1974. 
The number of acres on which corn 
was harvested in the state declined from 
2.7 million acres in 1969 to 2.5 million 
acres in 1974. Also decreasing was the 
total output of corn, which dropped from 
169 million bushels in 1969 to 135 million 
bushels in 1974. The number of farms 
that harvested corn for grain also fell, 
from 49,000 to 39,000. 


Although wheat acreage rose from 
906,000 in 1969 to 1.2 million in 1974 and 
production increased from 27 to 34 
million bushels, the actual number of 
farms harvesting the grain dropped from 


34,000 to 28,000 in 1974. On the soybean 
scene, the picture was the same with the 
acreage increasing from 3 million to 4 
million, but the number of soybean farms 
decreasing from 41,100 to 40,800 in 1974.

reporting 
oats harvested 
declined from 7,300 to 6,000 and acreage 
dropped from 116,000 to 104,000. 
The number of cattle and calves in­ 
creased from 4.8 to 5.3 million, with beef

County officials study 
juvenile justice report 


A juvenile detention center for Pettis County may still be a 
while in becoming a reality as county officials began to study 
a new feasibility report for the center Thursday. 
The report was compiled by the National Clearing House 
for Criminal Justice Planning and Architecture following an 
on-site inspection of the county jail and two adjacent proper­ 
ties on Sept. 30. 
State statutes require that second-class counties have 
separate facilities for adult and juvenile prisoners At pre­ 
sent, juveniles must be housed in the county jail. Pettis Coun­ 
ty became a second-class county on Jan. 1,1975 
The report analyzes the two locations and also makes 
recommendations for solutions to the county's problem of 
what to do with juvenile offenders. 
The report first looks into the possiblity of remodeling the 
now vacant Overhead Door Co. building, 415 South Lamine, 
into a detention center. 
If this building were to be bought and then remodeled into a 


center, the report estimates it would cost a total of $99,172. In­ 
cluded in this would be the demolition of the old Sedalia 
Cleaners building at 411 South Lamine. 
The report also states that maximum capacity for this 
buidling would be four holding rooms. The building would 
also remain unused a good portion of the time but would have 
to maintain 24 hour capablities. 
The second building was studied is the Knights of Colum­ 
bus building just north of the county jail. The reports states 
that this builiiing would not be appropriate for use as a deten 
tion center, mainly due to its age and the extensive repairs 
and renovation that would be required 


Because of the state law requiring separate facilities for 
adults and juveniles, the report recommends that an 
“ emergency foster home program" be implemented in the 
county. Such a program was started on a limited basis in

WASHINGTON — In p ast colu mns, we 
hav e ex p osed the close ties b etween the 
Central Intelligence Agency (CIA) and 
some of the world’s most notoriou s secret 
p olice. These foreign p olice, we charged, 
op erate inside the United States with the 
fu ll knowledge and coop eration of the 
CIA. 


Intelligence sou rces tell u s that the CIA 
has ev en condoned v iolations of U.S. laws 
b y su ch p olice agencies as Chile’s DINA 
and Sou th Korea’s KCIA. The CIA, in 
tu rn, is allowed to op erate in their cou n­ 
tries on the sam e b asis. 


For ex amp le, the Iranian secret p olice 
force, SAVAK, was actu ally organized 
and trained b y the CIA. SAVAK’s b ag of 
tricks, like the CIA’s, inclu des illegal 
b reak-ins, 
w iretap s 
and 
forgeries. 
SAVAK agents, like their CIA cou nter­ 
p arts, also hide b ehind v ariou s "cov ers.” 


Most SAVAK agents in this cou ntry 
p retend to b e dip lomats. They op erate 
u nder the direction of M ansu r Rafizadeh, 
who claims to b e an “ attache” with 
Iran’s United Nations mission. 


Docu ments from SAVAK’s own secret 
files, ob tained b y tru sted sou rces and 
v erified 
b y 
other 
reliab le 
sou rces, 
describ e how its agents hav e the ru n of 
Ira n ian 
e m b assies 
and 
consu lates 
arou nd the world. 


A secret m em orandu m to all Ira n ’s 
a m b a s s a d or s , 
sig n ed

F ore ig n 
Minister Ab b as Ali Khalatb ari, instru cts 
them to “ treat (SAVAK agents) as y ou 
do other m em b ers of the consu late.”

ly held,” directs the foreign minister, 
so that they wou ld b e informed of the 
cu rrent affairs of the em b assy .” 


On a recent occasion, a SAVAK agent 
in dip lomatic disgu ise got carried away 
and granted an interv iew to a rep orter. 
He receiv ed a secret rep rim and from 
Tehran. 


The secret m essage comp lained that 
he had giv en the rep orter his “ real name 
and su b mitted information which was 
not adv isab le to mention.” Fu tu re inter­ 
v iews, declared the message, “ shou ld 
either b e handled b y the am b assador or 
the p erson in charge.”

SAVAK agents now sp eak to the p ress. 
Bu t they m u st u se “ an assu med nam e” 
and m ake su re headq u arters is “ con­ 
su lted b eforehand.” 


The secret SAVAK p ap ers indicate that 
the agents sp end mu ch of their time 
recru iting informants. One m em oran­ 
du m from Tehran warns SAVAK agents 
of the dangers of p ay ing informants b y 
checks, which can b e traced too easily . 
This m akes the “ secu rity of the op era­ 
tions and sou rces v u lnerab le,” cau tions 
the memo. 


Therefore, the mem o adds, it will b e 
“ necessary for op erational leaders to 
make arrangem ents to trav el to their 
resp ectiv e territories ... in order to p ay 
the sou rces’ salaries and op erations ex ­ 
p enses in cash.”

The sp onsors hav e 
swathed their p u rp ose in a gu mmy coc- 
coon of lofty p hrases. They p rofess to

dissemination of information throu gh the 
m ass m edia.” They want to ex change 
news of “ the aims, asp irations, needs 
and cu ltu re of each nation.” 


The Sov iet resolu tion hints at a new 
mechanism to achiev e these aims — a 
kind of Third World Press Association 
with total control ov er the gathering and 
dissemination of news in m em b er cou n­ 
tries. Bu t this wou ld not b e a p ress 
association 
in

national. Neither wou ld it b e concerned 
with

gov ernment-controlled

This p rosp ect em erges from the gau ze 
wording of the resolu tion. “ Since the in­ 
ternational ex change of information is 


fu ndamental to the strengthening of 
p eace and international u nderstanding. 
States and information media hav e the 
right to diffu se rep orts of national ev ents 
b ey ond 
their 
b orders.” 
Translation: 
Third World nations hav e the right, and 
the p ow'er, to control the flow of news.

Ov er this p ast weekend, Tanzania’s 
am b assador to UNESCO p u t p retense to 
one side. “ We don’t want Western jou r­ 
nalists in ou r cou ntries,” said Ab b as 
Sy kes. “ They shou ld take their news 
from u s.” 


Ou r own National News Cou ncil, an en­ 
tirely p riv ate and v olu ntary agency , 
su mm ed u p the Western p osition in a 
firm statem ent last month: “ An ab ­

freedom of the p ress is that no gov ern­ 
ment official or u nit of gov ernment, high

The United States will b e rep resented 
at the Nairob i conference. Ou r delega­ 
tion of cou rse will op p ose the Sov iet 
resolu tion. To their credit, some Third 
World sp okesmen hav e ex p ressed their 
own grav e reserv ations ab ou t the p en­ 
ding resolu tion. Delegates from Tu nisia 
and Venezu ela are seeking a com ­ 
p romise that wou ld stop short of Third 
World control of national news. 


Ev en so, it is p rob ab le that something 
close to the Sov iet draft resolu tion will 
win ap p rov al at Nairob i. If the resolu tion 
then is imp lemented, mu ch of the world 
may b e effectiv ely closed to the kind of 
free p ress we charish. At Nairob i in 19 76 , 
we mov e significantly closer to Orwell’s 
19 84.

M arch. The key to this prog ram , the report say s, wou ld be a 
v olu nteer coordinator who is responsible for all the v olu nteer 
foster homes. 
In conju nction with the foster home prog ram , the report 
recom m ends the establishm ent of an “ intake serv ice 
center.” 
The difference between this center and a detention center 
is mainly in the leng th of tim e that ju v eniles are held in each. 
The serv ice center wou ld hold offenders for 24 hou rs or less 
before their transfer or release. A detention center wou ld 
hold prisoners for u p to 30 day s or som etimes long er. 
The report estim ates that dev eloping the Ov erhead Door 
Co. bu ilding into a serv ice center wou ld cost bewteen $50,000 
and $100,000. 
This center wou ld prov ide indiv idu al holding areas for 
ju v eniles req u iring tem porary detention pending cou rt ap­ 
pearances. Staffing of this center wou ld be accomplished by 
trained personel who wou ld be on call 24 hou rs in the ev ent a 
ju v enile wou ld be tem porarly detained. 
On the occassion that a ju v enile wou ld req u ire detention for 
long er than a day , the report states that the offender cou ld be 
transported to ex isting reg ional dentention or mental health 
centers.
